Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

LUCCOMBE  WATER  SUPPLY 

Contract  Drawings,  Specifications  etc.,  had  been  prepared  and 
tenders  accepted  in  September  1939,  for  the  construction  of 
Reservoirs,  Pump  House,  and  Pipe  Line  to  the  Luccombe  Village. 
Owing  to  the  National  Emergency  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
proceed  with  this  work. 

CHILLERTON  PUMPING  STATION  NO.  2.  (New  Works) 

Up  to  date  December  1939.  The  New  Reservoir,  Well  and  pipe 
lines  have  been  completed.  The  machinery  of  the  Well  (Bore 
Hole  Pump)  is  completed,  and  work  on  the  erection  of  the  engine 
is  in  progress.  Delays  are  being  experienced  since  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  hostilities. 

Bacterioloical  Analysis  of  the  various  sources  is  carried  out 
at  periodic  intervals,  and  reports  have  consistently  indicated  a 
high  degree  of  purity.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a  scheme 
for  chlorination  of  supplies  as  a  protective  measure  is  agreed,  and 
negotiations  are  taking  place  for  the  installation. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  scheme  for  joint  sewerage  of  the  two  towns  as  prepared  by 
Messrs  Taylors,  Consulting  Engineers,  Westminster,  was  not  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  owing  to  War  emergency. 

Complaints  having  been  received  as  to  serious  flooding  during 
rainstorms  of  the  basement  floors  of  several  large  properties  on 
the  south  side  of  a  section  of  the  High  Street,  Sandown,  part  of 
above  mentioned  scheme  for  the  duplication  of  the  sewer  fronting 
the  properties  was  undertaken,  together  with  other  incidental 
works,  which  has  had  the  effect  of  completely  overcoming  the 
nuisance.
